(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 2 l(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

2. Claims 78, 79, 102-105, 107, 108 and 1 1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ragheb (U.S. Patent 6,299,604). 

Ragheb disclose a coated implantable medical device (10) comprising a bioactive layer 
(18) and limiting barrier (20) as is claimed (figures 1-5 and 8-12, column 6 lines 41-67, column 7 
lines 15-54, column 8 lines 6-20, column 9 lines 27-67, column 10 lines 1-55, column 11 lines 5- 
24 and 44-59, column 12 lines 1-33 and 53-67, column 13 lines 1-52, column 14 lines 56-67, 
column 22 lines 19-51 and 60-67 and column 23 lines 1-34).
